erybody knows, is lax, or at least In­ 
effective, in some parts of the conn 
try. 
The chief cause of this is 
doubtless to be found in the pecul­ 
iar public attitude which, after ap­ 
proving on the whole, of the prohi­ 
bition amendment and 
legislation,! 
takes no special interest 
in their 
observance. 
Nearly all the respon­ 
sibility is left to the federal 
or­ 
ganization created to make the Vol­ 
stead act effective, and that organ­ 
ization is not equal to the task. 
United 
States 
Prohibition Com- > 
rninsiouer Kramer, in a recent state­ 
ment, gives much light on the sub­ 
ject. 
Congress appropriated $4,500,- 
000 to be used for enforcement, but 
760.000 to control the illicit liquor 
antinarcotic law* leaving only $3,- 
752.000 to control the illicit liquor 
traffic. 
It is not possible, with that 
sum, to maintain a force of more 
than 
1,000 
officers. 
That 
is 
not 
enough, 
in

situation, 
when it is necessary at the same 
time to prevent the illicit manufac­

county dairy. Silage being succulent 
and palatable is essential for the 
econom ical feeding of dairy cows for 
a profitable production of milk. 
The g reatest m istake O range coun­ 
ty dairym en, as well as the dairym en 
in m any other counties m ake, next 
to feeding 
“scrub” 
cows, is 
the 
“scrub” feeding of good cows. 
In 
this county the feeding question is 
one of the largest before the dairy­ 
m an's m ind at all tim es. It is im ­ 
possible for him to m ake a profit 
on his cows if he has to buy all the 
roughage and concentrate on open 
m arket at present high prices. On 
the o th er hand, the land values are 
so high in this county th at it is im­ 
possible to use land for pasture or 
range to supply green feeds. W ith 
these existing conditions the 
only 
econom ical m ethod for a dairym an 
is to raise a sm all acreage of Indian 
corn, sorghum or alfalfa to be stored 
in silo and fed during w inter.

“Silage alone is not a balanced 
! ration,” says J. R. W aters, assistan t 
farm advlseor. “ For the best results 
I it should be supplem ented w ith 
a 
j sm all am ount of alfalfa, cow pea hay 
or linseed or cotton seed meal. This 
i is particularly im portant in the case 
of calves and young stock. Silage 
and alfalfa hay m ake the cheapest 
ration obtainable for feeding dairy 
cows.” 
W aters says th at the general ad­ 
vantages of the silo may be sum m ar­ 
ized as follow s: 
I. M any m ore cows can be carried 
on a given acreage w hen crops are 
fed in form of silage,

II. Silage insures the utilization of 
practically th e whole com or sorg­ 
hum plant. Feeding in any other 
form s results in the loss of from 20% 
to 40% of plant.

m eans of storing feed. A cubic foot 
of hay contains approxim ately four 
pounds of dry m atter, while a cubic 
foot of silage contains about 
ten 
pounds. 
IV. Tho silo preserves the

hag a beneficial effect upon the di­ 
gestive organs. 
V. The silo preserves the palata­ 
bility of the p lan t ensiled and the 
anim al will consum e 
m ore 
rough­ 
ages than w hen fed in any other 
form, thus resulting in a saving of 
other feeds. 
VI. Silage insures a succulent feed 
for any season of the year. 
VTI. M anure is m ore easily pre­ 
served and less plant food is lost 
when crops are fed in the form of 
silage.

MANI' LEGENDS TOLD 
OF BEAUTIFUL IRIS 


The Iris, or the fleur-de-lis. is the 
national flow er of France. It was o* 
iginally called 
fluer-de-Louls. 
The 
ancients valued it highly for m edic­ 
inal purposes. A pow der m ade from 
the root, mixed w ith honey, w as used 
for broken bones, an<^ it w as also con­ 
sidered beneficial for snake and scor­ 
pion bites. A valuable perfum e and 
oil was also obtained from the Iris. 
The legend as to how the flow er re­ 
ceived its nam e goes back 
to 
the 
Greeks. Iris w as the m essenger of 
the gods, and the rainbow was ded­ 
icated to her. On her birthday, Juno 
invited all the flow ers to celebrate 
the occasion. T hey ail cam e in their 
p rettiest frocks. Among them 
w ere 
three sisters, gorgeously dressed In 
gowns of purple, yellow and red, and 
who w ere unknown. Since they had 
no nam e, they w ere called Iris, be­ 
cause th eir gowns w ere the color of 
the rainbow . 
Since Iris was the m essenger of 
the gods, and conducted the souls 
of dead women- to th eir final resting 
place, 
the 
G reeks 
decorated 
the 
graves of th eir women w ith purple 
Iris. 
T^iis flow er w as widely used in old 
E gyptian architecture. It signified 
pow er and eloquence to the Egyp­ 
tians and was therefore, carved on 
the brow of the Sphinx, and upon the 
scepters of th eir kings.

Mimicry among animals is one of 
the m ost interesting of natural phe­ 
nomena. Insects resembling bits of 
stick and withered leaves are famil­ 
iar to all. Naturalists are acquainted 
with flies and beetles sufficiently like 
wasps and bees to deceive the inex­ 
perienced. Certain predatory insects, 
again, resem ble flowers, and thus at­ 
tract 
within 
their 
range 
flower 
haunting species. 
H ere are two interesting exam­ 
ples of mimicry among fish. The first, 
found in Ceylon, is shaded and col­ 
ored like a withered leaf. A certain 
naturalist, Dr. A. Wiley, describes 
his experience with this curious fish. 
He w as walking along the reef with 
a fisherm an when the latter attem pt­ 
ed to catch a fish for him. The na­ 
turalist could not see at first what it 
was. The fish dodged about, the fish­ 
erman failed to net it. Seizing the 
net him self, he saw what seem ed to 
be a yellow jak-leaf gently and in­ 
ertly sinking to the bottom. This be­ 
ing a common occurrent^!, he was 
about to turn away. when the sup­ 
posed leaf righted itself, and darted 
off. It w as finally secured, and was 
found to be one of those fishes com­ 
monly known as sea-bats. 
The second example is furnished 
by the very curious fishes called sea­ 
horses. Many long, irregular film ents 
proceed from their bodies, and give 
them a 
striking 
resemblance 
to 
bunches of seaweed. When the fish 
anchors itself—as it frequently does 
—by th e tail to a plant of seaweed, 
it seem s like a part of it and is not 
easily detected.

STEEL BRIDGE 


The Pacific Electric is to begin at 
once the cons traction of a new steel 
bridge across the Santa Ana river 
above West Fifth stre e t 
The steel bridge will replace the 
pile structure that has been in use 
over since the P. E. line to Santa Ana 
was built This old pile bridge has 
been condemned by grand juries time 
and again as a menace to river con­ 
trol. It has been declared to be vir­ 
tually a dam, since debris catching 
on it has been responsible for river 
overflow. 
H. Hay Kellogg, engineer of the 
Newbert Protection District, which 
m aintains the channel spanned by 
the bridge, has been in conference 
with P. E. officials. H ehas been told 
that construction of the steel bridge 
would be rushed as rapidly as pos­ 
sible so that it could be in use and 
the old bridge out of the way before 
heavy rains of the w inter start in. 
The new bridge will be 274 feet 
long, consisting of two spans of 137 
feet each.
